INTRODUCTION 

At the request of the Water Enforcement Branch, Water, Wetlands and Pesticides Division, a 
Compliance Evaluation Inspection (Construction Storm Water) was conducted at the 191h Ave 
North Phase III construction site in Clinton, Iowa, on August 16 and 17, 2016. The inspection 
was conducted under the authority of Section 308 of the Clean Water Act, as amended. It was 
conducted in accordance with EPA Region VII Standard Operating Procedures for Compliance 
Inspections (ENST SOP No. 2332). This narrative report presents the findings of the inspection. 
All other documentation not included as an attachment to this report has been submitted directly 
to the EPA files.

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PROCEDURES 

I arrived at the 19th Avenue construction site trailer office at 9:00a.m. on August 16, 2016. I met 
with Messrs. Dollison and Lampe. I introduced myself, presented my credentials, and explained 
the purpose and procedures of my inspection. These procedures included: 

1. Completing the NPDES Construction Stormwater Worksheet (Attachment 1); 
2. An evaluation of the Storm Water Pollution Prevention Plan (SWPPP) (Attachment 9); 
3. An evaluation of site inspection and self-monitoring records (Attachment 5); 
4. An evaluation of the site storm water best management practices and a facility walk­

through with photographs (Attachment 8). 

After a brief discussion of the Iowa National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) 
General permit No.2 requirements, I asked to review the site plans, the SWPPP, and the site 
inspection records. Mr. Dollison was able to provide me with such records. All records are kept 
at the site's trailer office. The NPDES permit is issued to the City of Clinton, Iowa. Mr. 
Dollison contacted Mr. Craft and left him a voice mail message informing him of my visit. I 
requested a copy of the records I reviewed. 

Messrs. Dollison and Lampe then escorted me on a visual inspection of the site. During the 
inspection I visually inspected the entire project. Messrs. Dollison, Lampe and I walked the site 
from 1,100 feet west of Randall Court to North 3rd Street. Then I alone walked the site from N. 
3rd Street toN. 2"d Street. I also walked along Pershing Blvd and N. 3rd Street between 18th 
Avenue N. and 20th Avenue N. 

During my site visual inspection I observed several newly constructed storm-water inlets without 
controls, evidence of sediment passing through silt fence and entering neighboring properties (N. 
7th St.), and evidence of sediment passing through silt fence and rock-check-dam into the 
waterway (wetland) at STA 76+50. I also observed evidence of sediment leaving the site and 
traveling east downhill on 19th Avenue N. entering several existing stormwater inlets on N. 7th 
Street, N. 6th Street, N. 5th Street, N. 3ro Street, and Pershing Boulevard. In addition, I visually 
observed evidence of sediment entering the storm water inlets at the intersection of 20th A venue 
North and N. 3rd Street. 

At the end of the day I discussed my site observations with Messrs. Dollison and Lampe. I 
informed them that I would return the next day to conduct a formal exit meeting summarizing 
my site observations. I also mentioned that I will contact the City of Clinton and discuss my 
observations. 

On August 17, 2016, I returned to the site. I met with Messrs. Dollison and Lampe and I held a 
formal exit meeting. I discussed my preliminary site observations and findings. I issued a 
Notice of Potential Violation (NOPV) that included five observations (Attachment 6). I 
informed Messrs. Dollison and Lampe that I would communicate any deficiencies that I may 
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find during further review of records upon my return to the office. Messrs. Dollison and Lampe 
provided me with hard copy of the site inspection records and the Notice oflntent (NOI). Mr. 
Dollison also provided me with an electronic copy (via email) of the site plan which include the 
SWPPP (page C.9). 

Later that day on August 17, 2016, I met with Mr. Craft. I discussed my preliminary site 
observations and findings, and I informed him that I issued an NOPV. In addition, I pointed out 
to him evidence of sediment in the stormwater inlets on Pershing Blvd where it intersect with 
19th Avenue North. 

I received two responses to the August 17, 2016, NOPV. The first was from Langman 
Construction and the second from the City of Clinton (Attachment 7). 

FACILITY DESCRIPTION 

The project consisted of road construction starting from approximately 1,100 feet west of 
Randall Court halfway pass Pershing Blvd before reaching N. 2"d Street {STA104+75). The 
project area is eleven acres, majority of which had been disturbed except between N. 3rd and N. 
2"d Streets. Construction activities on site consisted of utility excavating/installation/backfilling, 
storm sewer installation, grading, paving, and seeding. 

WATERPATTERN 

Based on the site local topography and my observation, stormwater runoff would flow east 
downhill on the sloped disturbed road from 1,1 00 feet west of Randall Court {ST A 69+00) to 
North 3rd Street (STA 99+50) into N. 3rd Street (Attachment 2). 

• Runoff in the north ditch at ST A 76+00 would flow east downhill into the waterway 
(wetland). Runoff in the north ditch at STA 77+00 would also flow west downhill into the 
waterway {STA 76+50) (DSCN1585-1592). 

• Surface runoff from the site would flow east downhill crossing N. 7th Street, N. 6th Street, N. 
5th Street, N. 3ro Street, and Pershing Boulevard entering stormwater inlets along the way 
within the City of Clinton's Municipal Separate Storm Sewer System (MS4). Surface run-on 
would also flow north on N. 3rd Street and Pershing Blvd. 

FINDINGS AND OBSERVATIONS 

All of my observations noted during my site inspection on August 16, 2016, were communicated 
with Messrs. Dollison and Lampe on site during the visual inspection and during the formal exit 
meeting on August 17, 2016, and were discussed with Mr. Craft on August 17, 2016. 
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At the time of my inspection, the site was active. The grounds were wet and muddy due to the 
recent rain events during the previous two days. All photographs were taken on August 16, 
2016, except for photos DSCN1608 through DSCN1614 which were taken on August 17,2016. 

1. The site is operating under the authority of the Iowa National Pollutant Discharge 
Elimination System (NPDES) General Operating Permit# 2 for stormwater discharges 
associated with construction activities. The NOI for permit IA-28352-28095 was signed by 
Jason Craft for the City of Clinton, Iowa on February 22, 2016. The permit was issued on 
March 15,2016, and will expire on March 15,2019 (Attachment 3). 

2. I started my inspection at the site trailer office. At the site office, Messrs. Dollison and 
Lampe provided me with the SWPPP folder. During my review of the SWPPP folder, I 
reviewed the NOI, site inspection records, and the SWPPP certification statement. Based on 
my review of the SWPPP (page C.9 of site plans Attachment 9, CD 1 ), I pointed out to 
Messrs. Dollison and Lampe that the SWPPP was only signed by Mr. Craft for the City of 
Clinton (the permittee) but not by the general contractor or subcontractors (Attachment 4). 
According to the NPDES permit all contractors and subcontracts shall sign the certification 
statement. Therefore, I issued notice of potential violation number 1 (NOPV #1) for 
failure to sign the SWPPP. 

3. A large copy of the site plan was posted on the wall inside the trailer office. The plan had 
several markings on it indicating corrective actions taken to correct deficiencies observed 
during the weekly site inspections or during the day to day observations (DSCN1576-1578). 

4. The first site inspection was recorded on March 22, 2016, and last inspection was recorded 
on August 11, 2016 (Attachment 5). Records indicate that weekly site inspections were well 
documented and included observation, corrective action required, and corrective action 
taken. Inspections mainly focused on two locations: STA 76+50 where sediment left the site 
into the waterway (wetland) (NOPV #2), and STA 82+ 10 where sediment built up against silt 
fence protecting neighboring property (NOPV #3). Inspections were performed by Mr. 
Lampe. 

5. Messrs. Dollison and Lampe indicated that all corrective actions were taken within three days 
from the date of the observation. 

6. Based on my review of the SWPPP upon my return to the office, the SWPPP document 
appeared comprehensive, and weekly site inspection records appeared to be performed in a 
timely manner. 

7. The area around the one thousand gallon double wall diesel fuel tank near the trailer office 
was free of ground discoloration (DSCN 1579). 

8. I started the facility walkthrough by visually inspecting the west section of the site. During 
the inspection I pointed out to Messrs. Dollison and Lampe the following: 

a. One stormwater inlet that was covered with silt fabric and had significant sediment 
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accumulation surrounding it (DSCN1580). 

b. Newly constructed stormwater inlets covered with what appeared to be plywood and dirt 
on top of the plywood (DSCN1584). One of those stormwater inlets had an opening that 
allowed sediment to enter the inlet as shown in DSCN1582 below. Those inlets are 
designed as part of the Clinton's MS4. 

08. 16.2016 

c. I continued walking east until I reached the waterway (wetland) at STA 76+50 on the 
north side of the roadway project. At this location, I observed the growth of recently 
seeded grass cover on the sloped ditch area toward the waterway and a row of silt fence 
and a rock dam (DSCN1585) to prevent sediment from leaving the site and entering the 
waterway. However, there was evidence of sediment passing through the silt fence and 
the rock dam (DSCN86-1587), and entering the waterway as shown in DSCN1588 
below. I pointed out to Messrs. Dollison and Lampe that the silt fence was not long 
enough on the west side of the waterway which allowed sediment to bypass the silt fence 
and pass through the rock dam. This area appeared to be the lowest area a of the site. 
Therefore, surface runoff from the west and the east would flow downhill in the north 
ditch toward the waterway. The facility installed rock check dams at the top of the 
sloped ditch east of the waterway to control runoff (DSCN1587). On the west side of the 
waterway there was an outlet of a culvert pipe. This culvert pipe transfer collected 
storm water from the south ditch of the new roadway into the north ditch. The rip rap at 
the outlet of the culvert pipe were approximately ninety percent covered with sediment 
(DSCN1593-1594). 

Therefore, I issued NOPV #2 for failure to prevent sediment from leaving the site 
and entering the waterway. 
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d. I also pointed out to Messrs. Dollison and Lampe, near the waterway area, another 
stormwater inlet that was exposed without any type of controls (DSCN1595). 

9. I continued my site walkthrough east toward N. 7th Street. At this location, I pointed out to 
Messrs. Dollison and Lampe the following: 

a. The silt fence installed to protect sediment from entering the neighboring properties had 
evidence of sediment passing through it (DSCN1599-1600) and entering the neighboring 
property (DSCN1601). Therefore, I issued NOPV #3 for failure to prevent sediment 
from leaving the site and entering the neighboring property. 

b. Improper use of sediment control at the existing street storm water inlets on N. 7th Street 
and N. 6th Street (DSCN1603). In addition, I observed damaged wattles by vehicular 
activities. Therefore, I issued NOPV #4 for failure to protect stormwater inlets on N. 
7th Street and N. 6th Street, and I issued NOPV #5 for failure to maintain the site's 
BMPs. 

10. I observed another stormwater inlet on the south side of the new roadway past N. 5th Street 
that had plywood as sediment protection (STA 98+87) as shown in DSCN1605. 

11. I completed my site walkthrough with Messrs. Dollison and Lampe at theN. 3rd Street. At 
this location, I pointed out to them sediment on the street caused by vehicular track out from 
the site. Messrs. Dollison and Lampe mentioned to me that streets are usually cleaned at the 
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end of the day. They also mentioned that they will take care of my observation. 

12. Prior to my meeting with Messrs. Dollison and Lampe on August 16, 2016, at 9:00a.m., I 
arrived at the site around 8:45a.m. at the 19th Avenue N. and N. 51h Street looking for the 
trailer office. At that location I observed evidence of sediment runoff from the site onto N .5th 
Street. The sediment traveled north along the east side ofN. 51h Street and into a stormwater 
inlet (DSCN 1571-1575). 

13. Soon after I concluded my formal exit meeting with Messrs. Dollison and Lampe, I observed 
evidence of sediment in a storm water inlet with poor controls at the southwest comer of 
Pershing Blvd and 19th Avenue N. (DSCN109 and 1610). 

14. I also observed a concrete truck driver washing the concrete truck at the intersection ofN. 
191h Street and N. 3rd Street (DSCN1613 and 1614). 

CONCLUSION 

Overall, the site is located on a sloped area that allowed runoff from the site to flow east 
downhill onto N. 3rc1 Street, Pershing Blvd and N. 2nd Street. 

At the time of the inspection, there was visible evidence of runoff leaving the site and entering 
the waterway, entering adjacent streets' stormwater inlets, and entering neighboring properties. 

Sediment and runoff controls were poorly used and poorly maintained. However, site inspection 
records, indicate that on several occasions, especially after rain events, controls had failed and 
were corrected within three days.

Thank you for taking the time to meet with me on August 17, 2016, on the 19th Avenue North 
Extension Project regarding the potential violations. The City of Clinton takes storm water 
pollution very seriously, and we intend to make every provision possible on this project to 
improve our pollution prevention standards. The contractor, Langman Construction, has signed 
the SWPPP, and it is now on file in the job trailer. They are fully involved in the day-to-day 
SWPPP activities and have designated personnel onsite whose sole responsibility is maintenance 
of erosion and sedimentation controls. 

We have met with the contractor onsite multiple times during the last week regarding the 
supplementary action plan to prevent discharge of pollutants offsite. During the last week, 
Langman Construction has implemented dozens of BMPs to enhance jobsite sedimentation and 
pollution control. They have also improved and continued their maintenance plan, including a 
more routine and robust street sweeping program. All onsite controls have been inspected by 
the contractor or the engineer since our last meeting, and all items in need of improvement 
have been repaired or replaced. Langman Construction will be sending along photographs of 
nearly everything that has been addressed since last week, and you should receive these in the 
mail by Friday, August 26, 2016. 

The only outstanding issue is the offsite sedimentation, which occurred during multiple intense 
rain events that occurred this summer. After each event, Langman Construction has improved 
their sedimentation controls at this location, and this has resulted in progressively less 
sedimentation onto the neighboring property. Also, Langman Construction has extended the 
length of rock checks/dams, installed additional silt fence, and cleaned the entire bottom of the 
basin since last week. Once the weather allows, the slopes draining to this area will be 
stabilized with turf reinforcement matting and seed, and this will significantly limit the silt 
movement offsite.

Langman Construction plans to remove silt from the offsite location as soon as it becomes 
feasible to enter the property. I have personally met with the property owner north of the 
project, and ensured him that we will be removing all silt deposits as soon as the ground 
sufficiently dries. Langman Construction will also mail photographs, to you, of the work 
progress as soon as they are completed. 

The City of Clinton and Langman Construction will continue to make every effort to meet or 
exceed compliance standards on the 19th Avenue North Extension Project. We believe that our 
recent efforts are in accordance with the requested action as stated in your letter to us. We will 
continue to communicate all noteworthy NPDES information to you, including the items stated 
above.

1) Attached is a signed Stormwater Pollution Prevention Plan by the Contractor (Langman Construction, 

Inc.), Iowa DOT CO-Permittee Statements filled out by Subcontractors/Langman. Email copies verifying 

these were completed prior to Project Start Date and sent to the Engineer in charge. The CO­

Permittee Statements are the forms the Iowa DOT uses to become party to the Pollution Prevention 

Plan. The signed plan and Co-Permittee Statements are now located in the Jobsite SWPPP book. 

2) At STA 76.5, Langman Construction cleaned the pavement and cleaned/repaired the silt fence on 

8/18/2016 (Attached Pictures #1). It was also cleaned on 8/22/16 after a rain event (Attached Pictures 

#2). On 8/23/16 more silt fence and Ditch Checks was installed (Attached Pictures #3 & #4 and 

Updated PPP Picture #5). The sediment runoff that has currently left the project limits is scheduled 

(and previously scheduled before inspection) to be removed from the existing waterway. However, 

intense, periodic rainfall has prevented Langman Construction personnel from entering to perform the 

clean-up requirements. The BMPs are being constantly monitored, repaired, and replaced in this area 

to combat the steep slope and poor soil conditions. Immediately following a period of adequate 

weather, Langman's first priority shall be to get the entire existing waterway back to its existing 

condition (additional documentation and pictures shall be submitted following completion). 

3) On the two locations, STA 85+10 and STA 85+20, we cleaned the silt fence and cleaned the grass areas 

on 8/19/16 (Attached Pictures #6, #7, and #8). We shall continue to either cleanout or install new silt 

fence as its capacity is reduced. 
4) We cleaned and installed silt fence on the onsite structure at STA 95+87 on 8/19/16 (Attached Picture 

#10). We also cleaned/silt fenced the structures (5) between STA 71+25 to 78+00 on south side ofthe 

new road (Attached Pictures #9, #10 and #11) on 8/18/16 and 8/22/16. The existing intakes on 5th and 

7th Street were cleaned and filter sock placed in front (Attached #12, #13, #14, and #15) on 8/16/16. 
Additional inlet erosion control measures are being discussed if existing measures are found to 

continually provide a maintenance problem. 
5) Langman Construction is cleaning the streets on a daily basis with skid loader mounted broom, 

performing a visual drive thru ofthe project daily, and an "official inspection" weekly per our SWPPP. 

We constructed a designated lined concrete washout pit for cleaning of Quality Concrete's Ready Mix 

trucks. As intakes are constructed, we are placing silt fence/filter sock around to prevent sediment 

leaving the site. We will continually monitor after rain events to verify our controls are working and 

adding more as necessary. All sediment control devices will be documented on our SWPPP and have 

been documented in the inspector's daily diary reports. All disturbed areas will be properly stabilized C:ft) 
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after construction and also during the periods we will not be working in that area for 14 days by either 

permanent {or temporary)seeding or adequate machine vertical tracking. Smith Seeding has 

completed extra silt fence and stabilization of all disturbed areas that are available to him at this point. 

We appreciate your feedback on this inspection, Langman Construction is making every attempt on 

this and all projects to conform to current guidelines on Pollution Prevention.
